In  2000,  Southwestern  Univer- 
sity alumnus  Joey  King,  age  29,  do- 
nated $500,000  to  his  alma  mater  to 
establish  the  King  Creativity  Fund, 
which  annually  supports  "innovative 
and  visionary  projects"  of  enrolled 
students . 

The  fund  supports  up  to  20 
projects  in  any  given  academic  year 
with  each  grant  award  ranging  up  to 
$1500  per  project. 

Creative  projects  can  be  car- 
ried out  on  Southwestern ' s  campus  or 
at  another  institution  or  laboratory. 
Projects  from  all  disciplines  are  eli- 
gible and  multidi sci pli nary  projects 
are  especially  encouraged. 

Grants  are  awarded  by  a  six- 
member  committee  composed  of  four  stu- 
dents, representing  the  fine  arts,  the 
humanities,  the  natural  sciences,  and 
the  social  sciences,  as  well  as  a  fac- 
ulty advisor  and  an  administrative 
advisor.  With  the  exception  of  its 
inaugural  year,  student  committee  mem- 
bers will  be  drawn  from  the  list  of 
students  who  have  been  awarded  a  King 
Creativity  Grant  in  previous  years. 

Committee  members  base  awards 
on  their  creative  merit,  the  sound- 
ness of  the  proposal,  their  feasibil- 
ity, potential  for  educational  enhance- 
ment, qualifications  of  the  student 
project  directors,  and  budget  projec- 
tions. 

King  Creativity  Grant  recipi- 
ents will  present  the  results  of  their 
projects  at  an  annual  symposium  to  be 
held  in  the  spring  of  each  year.  King 
plans  to  attend  each  year.

lany  outraged  and  saddened  stu- 
ients  attended  the  meeting,  as 
well  as  students  who  felt  that 
:his  decision  was  the  right  and 
>roper  one. 
"he  meeting  had  a  serous  tone  to 


it  and  although  both  "sides"  were 
present,  all  students  were  polite 
and  cordial  to  one  another. 
We  have  yet  to  see  if  the  deci- 
sion will  be  appealed  by  Kappa 
Alpha  members. 

The  Kappa  Alpha  House  will  be 
closed  at  the  end  of  this  week, 
when  active  Kappa  Alpha  members 
must  then  move  out  their  belong- 
ings. 

Off-campus  apartments  are  being 
provided  for  those  who  lived  in 
the  house,  and  several  KA  members 
are  opting  to  stay  on  campus. 
The  KA  members  refused  to  comment 
on  any  of  the  issues. 
This  is  the  second  suspension  of 
a  Kappa  Alpha  chapter  in  Texas 
this  year,  the  first  being  at  the 
University  of  North  Texas. 


However,  Larry  Wiese,  executive 
director  of  the  Kappa  Alpha  Order's 
national  organization,  said  in  re- 
sponse to  Southwestern' s  dicision 
that  "although  these  two  disci- 
plinary actions  in  Texas  are  re- 
lated in  timing,  they  are  not  simi- 
lar in  circumstances.  However, 
it  is  clear  we  need  to  examine 
and  implement  programs  to  prevent 
this  from  happening  in  the  fu- 
ture. " 

According  to  a  press  release  by 
Stewart  Harvey  for  the  KA  National 
Administrative  Office  located  in 
Lexington,  Virginia,  undergradu- 
ate members  of  all  KA  chapters  in 
Texas  and  Oklahoma  voted  to  ban 
display  of  the  Confederate  flag 
from  any  KA  property  or  event. 
At  Southwestern' s  press  confer- 
ence, Schrum  commented  that 
"Southwestern' s  Core  Values  had 
been  here  long  before  I  got  here. 
The  issue  here,  I  think,  is  whether 
any  Southwestern  student,  staff 
or  faculty  member  are  going  to 
walk  the  walk,  or  just  talk  the 
talk." 

When  asked  if  Southwestern  feared 
that  the  recent  incidents  would 
make  it  harder  to  attract  a  more 
diverse  student  population,  Schrum 
said  he  does  not  think  so. 
"Hopefully,  prospective  students 
may  be  heartened  by  this  dicision," 
he  said.

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Excerpt  from  Eve  Ensler's 
The   Vagina   Monologues 

"I  bet  you're  worried.  I 
was  worried.  That's  why  I  began 
this  piece.  I  was  worried  about 
vaginas.  I  was  worried  about  what 
we  think  about  vaginas,  and  even 
more  worried  that  we  don't  think 
about  them.  I  was  worried  about 
my  own  vagina.  It  needed  a  con- 
text of  other  vaginas--  a  commu- 
nity, a  culture  of  vaginas. 
There's  so  much  darkness  and  se- 
crecy surrounding  them--  like  the 
Bermuda  Triangle.  Nobody  ever 
reports  back  from  there. 

In  the  first  place,  it's 
not  so  easy  even  to  find  your 
vagina.  Women  go  weeks,  months, 
sometimes  years  without  looking 
at  it.  I  interviewed  a  high- 
powered  businesswoman  who  told  me 
she  was  too  busy;  she  didn't  have 
the  time.  Looking  at  your  va- 
gina, she  said,  is  a  full  day's 
work.  You  have  to  get  down  there 
on  your  back  in  front  of  a  mirror 
that's  standing  on  its  own,  full- 
length  preferred.  You've  got  to 
get  in  the  perfect  position,  with 
the  perfect  light,  which  then  is 
shadowed  somehow  by  the  mirror 
and  the  angle  you're  at.  You  get 
all  twisted  up.  You're  arching 
your  head  up,  killing  your  back. 
You're  exhausted  by  then.  She 
said  she  didn't  have  the  time  for 
that.   She  was  busy. 

So  I  decided  to  talk  to 
women  about  their  vaginas,  to  do 
vagina  interviews,  which  became 
vagina  monologues.  I  talked  with 
over  two  hundred  women.  I  talked 
to  older  women,  young  women,  mar- 
ried women,  single  women,  les- 
bians, college  professors,  actors, 
corporate  professionals,  sex  work- 
ers, African  American  women,  His- 
panic women,  Asian  American  women, 
Native  American  women,  Caucasian 
women,  Jewish  women.

The 
issues  at  hand  were  dealt  with 
every  bit  as  seriously  and  pas- 
sionately as  the  sit-ins  and 
protests  of  old, 
with  an  abundance 
of  name-calling  and 
finger  pointing 
from  both  sides, 
and  the  true  mark 
of  a  pol i  ti  cally 
aware  activist: 
graffiti  . 

The  origins 
of  the  battle  hark 
back  to  the  time- 
less tale  of  Jesus 
Christ;  his  birth, 
death,  and  resur- 
rect i  on ;  and  the 
ensuing  religious 
fervor  surrounding 
his  popular  quips 
(even  before  he  be- 
came a  Superstar) . 
In  recent  years,  a 
powerful  Christian 
sect  whose  members 
refer  to  themselves 
as  "Jesus  Freaks" 
has  sprung  up  in  the  Southwest- 
ern community,  spreading  the 
message  of  Christ,  and  sharing 
his  love  through  their  speech 
and  actions;  "They  pounced  on 
me  like  a  pack  of  hungry  wolves, 
and  told  me  to  convert  or  burn 
in  hell,"  as  one  student  de- 
scribes her  experience  with  the 
disciples. 

An  organization  whose 
ideals  often  run  counter  to  many 
traditionally  held  Christian  be- 
liefs, Feminist  Voices  (affec- 
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tive  in  promoting  their  views 
on  the  position  of  women  within 
society;  one  student,  when  asked 
about  his  encounters  with  the 
organization,  was  quick  to  re- 
spond "Feminist  who?"

I'm  not  actually  sure  how 
I  got  to  be  the  lucky  one  to 
write  about  study  abroad.

most  two  centuries  ago;  con- 
ceive of  the  great  dome  of  St. 
Paul's  Cathedral  and  the  spires 
of  Westminster  Abbey,  as  well 
as  the  tolling  bells  of  Big  Ben 
(not  the  clock  tower,  but  the 
bell  in  Parliament's  other 
tower),  all  looming  in  the  dis- 
tance, yet  held  at  bay  by  the 
serenity  of  this  green  haven, 
permanently  preserved  by  the 
British  government's  greenbelt 
laws.  Even  on  a  rainy  day  (okay, 
admittedly,  that's  a  British 
synonym  for  everyday) ,  people 
flocked  to  Hyde  Park-and  you 
could  literally  feel  this  self- 


contained  realm  aging  with  the 
progression  of  the  autumn  into 
the  end  of  the  year,  as  the 
leaves  reached  their  prime  and 
fell...0r  maybe,  as  I  felt  my- 
self ripening,  tenuously  try- 
ing on  the  enticing  shoes  of 
adulthood  and  independence 
(wooden  shoes  in  the  Nether- 
lands, sandals  in  Italy  and  on 
the  beaches  of  Greece,  sharp 
black  city  boots  in  London, 
leprechaun-like  buckle  shoes  in 
Ireland),  maybe  I  became  hy- 
persensitive to  the  evolution 
and  growth  of  the  life  in  this 
park,  so  perfectly  mirroring  my 


own.  And  so,  after  weekend 
jaunts  across  Britain  and  then 
across  much  of  Europe,  after 
amazing  connections  with  all 
flavors  of  people  offering  all 
kinds  of  perspectives,  after 
beautiful  experiences  simply 
living  daily  with  friends  shar- 
ing in  the  wonder  of  worldly- 
and  self -di scovery  along  with 
you,  I  would  always  escape  to 
Hyde  Park,  to  check  the  unfold- 
ing of  autumn  and  of  myself  in 
this  wholly  new  land  which  was 
rapidly  becoming  my  home,  in 
which  I  was  becoming  whole, 
expanding  in  every  direction 
across  the  continent.

And, 
I  admit  rather  sheepishly,  in 
coming  back  to  Southwestern  a 
wholly  different  woman,  and  with 
the  grateful  (okay,  reverential) 
revelation  that  I  have  "Autumn 
in  London"  to  thank  for  this 
unfolding,  I  cannot  help  but 
wax  nostalgic  and  misty-eyed 
every  time  I  see  a  red  circle 
bisected  by  a  blue  line  (the 
tube  emblem),  hear  a  British 
(or,  for  that  matter,  any  Euro- 
pean) accent,  catch  a  repeti- 
tive but  ultimately  wonderful 
techno  beat,  drink  hot  tea  or 
cider,  journal  in  a  park,  or 
pass  any  one  of  my  twenty-nine 
close  London  friends-and  don't 
let  them  tell  you  they're  not 
wistfully  reminiscent,  too. 
Because  we  spent  four  incred- 
ible, unforgettable  months  open- 
ing up  together,  taking  in  and 
savoring  this  now  slightly  sur- 
real foreign  land,  and  all  I 
can  say  in  the  present  moment, 
besides  a  passionate,  heartfelt 
thank  you  (for  sharing  it  with 
me,  for  letting  me  write  this), 
is  that  experiencing  the  world 
in  this  way  meant  the  world  to 
me.

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Destination : Service  is  an  alter- 
native Spring  Break  program  that 
takes  students  to  different  parts 
of  the  country  and  abroad  to 
perform  volunteer  services  .
